Tlie ' Torpedo 'Decision. 


The learned deoi>iou rendered by Judge 


Strong in reference to the great torpedi 
case, is certainly one of the moat remark 
able documents on record, and affords 
much food for rtflaotion in the minda o 
the public in general, but especially among 
producers, aa to the manner in whioh the 
laws'regulating patents may be construed 
Patentees have hitherto been taught to 
believe that the existing natural condition 
of things cannot be patented, as a process 
or aa the application of an old principle to 
a new purpose, bat by this decision it ap- 
peare that the reverse is the ctae. It nil 
be observed by reading the decision that 
it is not tha torpedo whioh ia claimed in 
the patent, tor any made of exploding 
the torpedo, nor is it any or all modes of 
increasing tho capacity of oil wells, Dor 
for any or all modes of causing explosion 
in said wells. What is it then ? First- 
It is tbe sand rook whioh exists there al- 
ready aa a gift of God to man. Second— 
It U the submergence of the explosive 
material in the fluid or water which also 
exists there, nafurally. Upon these natu- 
ral conditions of things testa the validity 
of the patent. It matters not whether the 
rest of mankind 
knew, or did not 


know, of their existence 
beforehand, 


long an th»r did not pnt their 


knowledge into practice. It also matters 
little whether they put their knowledge 
into practice, BO long aa it doei not appear 
to the learned Judge that Jiey possessed 
that knowledge. Nor does it matter whe- 
ther tha precisely same operation has been 
performed before, so lootf" as the remits 
were not so successful as the* bare proved 
since the patent was issued. 
' 


We are also informed that the claim is 
"process." Now there most be a legal 
id technical difference between a mode 


and a process*, which the uninitiated cannot 
reouely define, aa it is not a mode that is 
claimed, but a process. It is also a "meth- 
od" whioh is elaimed, and yet not a mode. 
This play of words is discouraging to 
hose who read the decision, but we will 
oppose that a process is a combination of 
modes. This combination of modes, or 
process, or method, ia simply placing the 
torpedo under water, so that it must be 
nbmerged in the oil well opposite the 
sand rock to be opened up, and for the 
inrpose of increasing the production of 
said well. The water, tho sand rook, and 
the 
submersion of the torpedo, are 


herefore 
the 
essential 
j»rts) 
of 


the 
process. 
The 
decision further 


teaches that even although the torpedo, 
he water, and the sand rook, have formed 
essential parts of a process previously 
used, still as the result did not appear to 
lave been successful in increasing the pro- 
luetion of oil, it is not the same process. 
In order to prove that it is not the same, 


•e would suggest that the patentee try 
iis hand,on "said wells, and if he sncoeeds 
n malting any of ttem more productive, 
•e may be able lo appreciate this differ- 


ence, but otherwise we can enly compare 
t to tha difference whioh exists between 
weedlednm 
and 
tweedledee. 
The 


irodncers, however, aa well us many learn- 
ed gentlemen of the legal profession, also 
patentees and patent buyers, have learned 
ome things whioh they never knew or 
ven dreamed of before. Roberts is the 
first man who ever held a patent under 
uoh extrordioary claims, and he will in 
all probability be tha last We must sym- 
pathise with the producers in being oom- 
«lled for some time lonper to pay $70 
or what only costs $7, 
by virtue 


}f the learned decision tb.ua unexpectedly 
emanating from eo high an authority, and 
which virtually grants a patent on tie ex- 
sting condition of oil wells,.although 
not on tho oil wells themselves.

During 
the year 1808,404 were added to the list 
and in 1809, 500. She gave the names o: 
some of the best books published. Th 
importance, of selecting proper books for 
the young cannot bo estimated. Childhood 
is the impressible period of life, and the 
indelible impress mcde there- should be 
one that God will approve. It is estimated 
that not less than three millions of these 
little volumes are carried home weekly, 
and each of them read by not less than 
three personi on the average. The effects 
of such a wide-rpread influence, like that 
of the dew and tbe sunlight, and other 
silent agencies whion God wields, ia be- 
yond onr computation. There is nothing 
connected with a Sunday School of more 
importance than a good library, carefully 
selected. The three millions of Sunday 
School books read every week in the 
chimney corner and nursery, are of vastly 
more importance to the spiritual health o{ 
the church than tho octavos and quartos 
laid npon the shelves of our theologians. 
She wonld have a committee appointed 
who would take timo and pains in select- 
ing the books. It has boon too much the 
manner to select those books that have 
pretty sounding titles. If the oomraittee 
were large enough they could read tho 
books, which is required of those who 
are the guardians of our public aoboola. 


Are the boohs to be used in our Sunday 


Schools of lets importance than those used 
in our public eohools? Thia committee 
should uuders'and well the fundamental 
truths of Ohristiinity, and should bo quick 
to detect any falje teaching, be it dressed 
in ever so attractive a garb. She pictured 
in glowing colors her childhood hours, and 
tho impraesion made on her young mind 
by the beautiful works of Ojd in nature.
